WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Selectmen reviewed a decision by the 
Massachusetts Department of Educa. 
tion to reject the town's request for 
foundation reserve aid during Mon 
day evening's meeting. 

Wilmington schools. along with 
151 other communities, submitted an 
application forthe Foundation Reserve 
Program, requesting the sum of $526, 
184. Of the 152 cities and towns, 96 
are to receive full or partial funding 
during the 1998 fiscal year 

Originally, the Legislature and 
Govemor appropriated a total of $10 
million for school districts facing ex- 
ceptional and unique circumstances in 
fulfilling their educational responsi- 
bilities. Under thisaid program, Wilm- 
ington was one of 31 communities 
most eligible for funding. However, 
when the program went before the 
Senatc, legislation earmarking the 
funds for these selected communities 
was removed. In addition, the appro- 
Priation was increased to $15 million 
and the entire state was given the op- 
tion to apply for the funds. 

Asa result, town officials intend to 
Protest the state's decision, and are 
expecting to receive a response from 
DOE Commissioner Robert 
Antonucci's office 

“Ican only tell you that we're really 
disappointed about this,” said Town 
Manager Michael Caira. "We expected 
to receive these funds.”

Also, the board announced that the 
town's water and sewer rates will de 
crease over the next fiscal year. 

Currently, residents»are paying a 
water rate of $2.46 per hundred cubic 
feet (HCF). but will see a Seven per- 
centdecrease when the newly approved 
rates take effect in the October bill- 
ings. 

“The new rate is the lowest._since 
1988, and represents a 19.1 percent 
rate reduction over the past five years,” 
said Caira. 

New sewer rates have also been 
approved, and residents Can expect 0 
see the current rate of $2.70 HCF drop 
to $2.46, for a nine percent decrease. 

“This is the fifth consecutive year 
in which the rate has decreased and the 
new rate is the lowest since 1990,” 
Caira said. "During the past five years, 
sewer rates have decreased 46 per- 
cent.”

ceived, requesting more than $51 mil- 
lion. Ninety-six of these requests were 
selected and Wilmington was not one 
of them,” said Dr. O’Donnell. 

Some of the applicants that did 
receive funding were the towns of 
Belmont, Andover, Sudbury and 
Tewksbury, according to a list from 
the Department of Education. 

Dr. O’Donnell explained what the 
requested money would have been used 
for if granted. “The major portion had 
to do with improving the school’s in- 
frastructure and equipment,” said Dr. 
O'Donnell. 

Improving the school’s infrastruc- 
ture and equipment includes the re- 
placement of the boiler system at the 
Boutwell School, which was identi- 
fied as costing $225,000, the technical 
plan for Netday, textbooks, and an 
infervention reading program that is 
estimated to cost $18,000, according 
to Dr. O" Donnell. 

There were some general consider- 
ations which were used in most evalu- 
ations, ording to the letter from 
Antonucci. “Special consideration was 
also given to districts where high en- 
rollment growth has had a measurable 
impact on the districts’ ability to pro- 
vide educational services,” states the 
letter. 

Committee member Bradford Jack- 
son introduced the Wilmington public 
schools student enrollment projections. 
The student enrollment projections are 
showing growth across the broad, ac- 
cording to Jackson. “We will continue 
to grow in grades K-five, six-cight, 
nine-twelve over the next five years,” 
said Jackson. 

Jackson said that the public schools 
student enrollment growth is certainly 
a cause for concern because it will 
result in a need for more school equip- 
ment, space, and teachers. 

Jeff Wulfson, Department of Edu- 


loss 


cation chief financial officer, explained 
why the Wilmington public schools 
student enrollment projections were 
not given special consideration. “We 
picked the October 1991 through Oc- 
tober 1996 enrollment growth in the 
districts. It’s a difficult thing because 
we don’t have the enrollment plans for 
this year and next year. We wanted to 
do this later to consider this year’s 
enrollment. But the money had to be 
given out sooner, rather than in 
January.The Commissioner (of Edu- 
cation) made the decision to get the 
money out by November,” said 
Wulfson. 

State Representative James Miceli 
expressed his disappointment with the 
decision. “When we did the House 
budget, Wilmington was ear marked 
as one of the towns that should receive 
funding. But when it (the budget) went 
to the Senate, all the ear markings 
were removed. The next step was the 
Conference Committee and the Con- 
ference Committee's report had no car 
markings. I felt from the beginning 
that Wilmington would beeligible and 
{earmarked Wilmington in the House 
Budget. I have a lot of respect for 
Commissioner Antonucci, but I differ 
with the way the funds were adminis- 
tered,” said Miceli. 

The Commitiee voted to send a 
letter to Antonucci in response to the 
decision. 

Miceli has already sent a letter to 
Antonucci, according to committee 
member Barbara Breakey. 

Committee member Susan Clark 
said that she had sent a letter to Miceli 
and urged the members at the meeting 
to send letters to our state representa- 
tives. 

Miceli said that, he was unhappy 
about the situation, but glad to hear

Backyard birding 
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Bird feeders ready; turkeys still around Bereavement 


By HUGH WIBERG 
The second half of October is 
! traditionally the time of year that 
we New Englanders dust off our 
bird feeders and begin looking for 
bargains on sunflower seed. 

Last winter was relatively quiet at 
our feeders here in North 
Wilmington. Although the 
“regulars” were on hand day in and 
day out, several of the species we 
see’irregularly were noteworthy by 
their absence.I did not hear of a 
single sighting of redpolls, pine 
siskins, or evening grosbeaks, three 
Canadian visitors who almost 
always show up in Massachusetts in 
January and February. The reason 
for this dearth of northern visitors 
was that there was no sustained 
snow cover jn Ontario and Quebec 
last winter, and these-wanderers did 
not need to fly south in search of 
food. 

Last winter in this column we kept 
track of the species of birds seen at 
our Wilmington and Tewksbury 
feeders. By late March, the count 
reached 18 and never went higher. 
This number is quite low compared 
with the 27 species I recorded 
during the winter of 1972, the first 
year cardinals were spotted in our 
towns. I would like to keep a 


running count again this winter, 
excluding birds observed but not 
actually on or under our feeders. 
This would mean that crows, 
hawks, gulls and owls will not be 
included in our “bird feeder count. 
I will start our "97/98 feeder count 
with the “basic dozen” already seen 
at our feeders in North 
Wilmington. This list includes 
chickadees, tufted titmice, white 
breasted nuthatch, downy 
woodpecker, hairy woodpecker, 
house finch, goldfinch, English 
sparrow, white throated sparrow, 
cardinal, blue jay, and mourning 
dove. If you are feeding birds other 
than these 12, drop me a note in 
care of the Town Crier, or call me 
evenings at 658-5852. We will 
mention these reports in future 
columns. 

I am often asked which field guide 
I recommend for identifying our 
eastern birds. There is one book 
which, in my judgment, is in a 
class by itself for both beginners 
and advanced “birders.” This is 
Roger Tory Peterson's “Eastern 
Birds,” published by Houghton 
Miflin of Boston. No other guide 
can even be considered a close 
second. Most well stocked book 
stores carry this excellent

Heart attacks in women 

Most people mistakenly believe 
that breast cancer is the leading 
cause of death in women and that 
women are less likely to develop 
heart disease.

Statistics prove 
women are equally likely to have a 
serious heart attack and over 
250,000 of them die cach year from 
coronary artery disease and 90,000 
die from strokes. 

The American Cancer Society 
estimates that in 1997 the cancer 
death rate for women will be a little 
over 65,000. The estimate of 
women who will die of breast 
cancer this ycar will be between 
40,000 ‘and 45,000. All the studies 
being revaluated on heart attacks by 
men and women, found the only 
difference is women take their heart 
attacks much later in life usually 
65-70. The Heart Association has 
found the delay is due to the 


production of estrogen in women, P.™ 


that lowers the level of bad 
cholesterol and raises the level of 
good cholesterol. Angina which 
many doctors do not detect in 
women too often, is considered the 
most reliable sign of heart disease 


in men. 

However, women are most likely 
to ignore a slight pain in the chest, 
along with their doctor. When a 
heart attack strikes a woman, the 
pain may be in the stomach, 
shoulders, arms or back. Also, 
shortness of breath is ignored which 
is also a sign of trouble. It is 
important that women not ignore 
any of these symptoms. They should 
have their doctor check any of the 
signs mentioned above. One can 
prevent a heart attack before it 
becomes a serious medical problem.

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Almeida disappointed with mental aspect

Had the Wilmington High School 
football team won all of its remain- 
ing league games, they would have 
had an outside shot of going to a 
Super Bowl for the first time in 
nearly 20 years. Had that happen, 
Wilmington would have needed 


another team to knock off New- 
buryport (they lost on Friday night 
to North Andover) and Wilmington 
would have been going because they 
had beaten North Andover, Triton 
and Masconomet. 

However prior to Saturday after- 
noon's drenching game against 
Hamilton-Wenham, Wilmington's 


chances _were lessened when senior 
co-captain quarterback Tim Gillis 
was suspended from the football 
tcam for two weeks for disciplinary 
reasons as he broke a team and a 
M.LA.A. rule: 

That hurt, but so did four off- 
sides: penalties in Saturday's 14-0 
loss. Three of the penalties basi- 


cally gave Hamilton-Wenham its 
first touchdown on the opening 
drive. while, the fourth came when 
Wilmington had the ball at the HW 
three-yard line down by 14 points 
early in the fourth quarter. Wil- 
mington also lost four downs 
because of fumbled snaps that they 
recovered.

A lot of the blame can be put on 
the entire team for the penalties and 
for not beating a team that clearly 
should have been beaten. However, 
there shouldn't be any blame going 
to back-up quarterback Jeff Cough- 
lin. He should have never have 
been in that position to begin with. 
True, he caused the four fumbles, 
but give the kid some credit, he was 
making his first varsity start on a 
slick and muddy field in pouring 
rain for a team that had an outside 
chance of going to a Super Bowl. 

“[Having Gillis out] obviously 
{hurt us a lot]. The reasons [why the 
offense couldn't get going] are 
obvious and I'm not going to get 
into that,” said a very disappointed 
head coach Bob Almeida. “We 
couldn't get the offense going 
because of fumbles and penalties. It 
wasn't a case of not executing, 
fumbles and penalties hurt us.” 

HW started the game off with a 
series from their own 39-yard line. 
After an 11-yard gain, Wilmington 
was penalized for its first of four 
offsides calls on the day. Two short 


two-yard pick-ups forced a third- 
and-one play and again Wilmington 
was offsides giving the Generals 
another first down. Five short 
gains thereafter, HW had the ball at 
the Wilmington 16 on third-and- 
three. Judd Funchion found the end 
zone on a nice cut-back move 
through the middle to his left to 
make it 7-0 with the PAT good. 

“I give [Hamilton-Wenham] a lot 
of credit. They came out and took it 
to us,” Almeida said. “They have a 
great running game and they have 
moved the ball very well against 
every team in the league. They did 
it against North Andover and teams 
that were stacked and they did it 
against Triton - we knew that. 

“The problem was we couldn't 
answer it. And if you think about it 
on their first drive, we had three 
consecutive penalties.

Five member girls cross country team

In the movie the Untouchables, 
Kevin Costner, playing Elliot 
Ness, had a great line, “Never give 
up until the fight is won.” 

That one line perfectly describes 
Wilmington High School senior 
girls cross country captain Cheryl 
Lecesse.

So 
Lecesse did some heavy recruiting 
to convince people to join the team 
along with her teammates Barbara 
Tate and Sarah Powers. Her 
persistance paid off as senior 
Kristen Bourinot and junior Robin 
Diorio joined as both of them gave 
into their friend’s request. Now 
Lecesse did her job, she was able 
to get enough runners to field a 
team, now she had to try to get all 
of them into racing form. 

“It sounded like fun, that’s why I 
said Diorio. 
such a small squad, the 
Lady Wildcats sometimes found 
themselves greatly outnumbered. 

“In some meets other teams 
would have 20-25 runners,” said 
Bourinot. 

Diorio added, “It was especially 
hard in tri-meets. There were so 
many people we were racing 
against.

Lecesse has a lot of chores as the 
team’s captain. Besides trying to 
improve on her time and running 
through different courses every- 
day, coach Tom Bradley asks her 
to coordinate the practices by 
making sure the team stretches and 
makes sure the practices start on 
time. Lecesse also has to make 
sure her fellow Wildcats know 
when the meets are and how the 
team is getting there as well as 
trying to be the team’s leader, 
vocally and talent wise. 

“I push Sarah and Cheryl harder 
than the others because they can 
take it,” said Bradley. “They both 
run fast, hard and long. In every 
meet they have both held their 
own. On average, they run six 
seconds apart.” 

Bradley can’t get over how much 
each of the five girls have 
improved thus far through the 
season. Although they don’t have 
any league meets left, the five 
girls can continue knocking 
minutes off their times in the Cape 
Ann League Open Meet, the State 
and Class Meets as well. 

“They have all worked very 
hard. All five of them Cheryl, 
Sarah, Barbara, Robin and Kristen 
have improved their times and 
they are all great kids.

We believe in the great god- 
dess, mother of us all and in her 
consort, god of the witches, in 


a female who has attained 
menopause or the age of 50 
years old. 

“You don’t automatically get 
to become a crone,” Lady 
Ardane said. “That denotes wis- 
dom.” 

In fact, according to the 
Lady, becoming a witch is not 
easy. It requires a lot of study of 
disciplines from psychology to 
comparative 


religions. 

Her male counterpart would 
be a sage. Lady Ardane stressed 
that a male witch is just that, a 
witch. 

They are not warlocks. 
According to the Lady, the term 
warlock became an insult pro- 


posed by the early Catholic 
Church and it is a term that in 
the Norse language means 
traitor. 

Lady Ardane said that many 
witches do not have a coven and 
prefer to worship in a solo fash- 
any kind of a hierarchy, nor 
does it have any paid leaders. 

the closest to that is 
the Guild of Witches, of which 
Lady Ardane is a past president. 

She describes the Guild, 
based in Salem, as more of a 
social group than anything else. 

Lady Ardane notes that 


As she tells the story they 
had a great conversation which 
was opened by Lady Ardane 
explaining that she was not a 
church going person and in fact 
was a high priestess of 
witchcraft. When the visit was 
over, the chaplain, a priest left 
and the nurses asked if he had 
met the witch. He replied that 
he had met her and that as a 
high priestess she outranked 
him. 


Lady Ardane gets a lot of sat- 
isfaction from being a witch 
when she finds that she can 
cause some good thing to hap- 
pen to another person. 

She is especially happy dur- 
ing the dedication of a baby. 
During the ceremony, the witch- 
es come together and think of 
those things they do best and try 
to wish those talents on the 
young child. 

In her own family, she has 
raised her children to be witches 
but to also have a knowledge 
and freedom to choose what 

igion they wish to follow. One 
of her children turned to 
Christianity and is still accepted 
by the rest of the family. 

As with any religion 
witchcraft is complex and can 
mean many things to many peo- 
ple. One thing it does not mean 
is evil. A conversation with 
Lady Ardane or many other 
witches will confirm that.
